Apparently Professor Mey- 
er's name ted been suggested 
by Deputy Education minister 
Yves Martin in a meeting with 
the Executive Conunittce of 
the Loyola Faculty Association 
last Monday. At that time Kal- 
man Krakd, professor of. en- 
gineering and Vice-President 
of the Executive Committee, 
stated that he would have no 
objections to the appointment 
of Professor Meyer. " 

Brian Mulroney, the lawyer 
who is representing the 31 
professors' who have been dis- 
missed, said yesterday that he 
was "well-pleased" with the. 



Meyer appointment. 

Mr. Mulroney noted , that 
Meyer would be a "thoroughly 
impartial arbitrator". He 

added that the McGUl pro- 
fessor would provide an "inde- 
pendent assessment of the sit- 
uation". 

Loyola of Montreal Students' 
Association preadent Paul 
Aitken said that he would have 
no objection to the appoint- 
ment of Prof. Meyer so long 
as the latter could "ensure 
ihe trust of every side" in 
the Loyola dispute. Aitken 
also said that the "terms 
of reference" o/ the commis- 
sion should be "the resolution 
of the non-renewal of con- 
tracts." and that it should 
go "no further than that." 

Meanwhile the LMSA issued 
an official communique in 
which the association "strongly 
supports" the government- 
appohited commission. The 
y^sociation also appealed to all 
members of the Loyola commu- 
nity "to hold a moratorium on 
any further protest or disrupt- 
ion pendhig the results of the 
government inquiry." 

Classes at Loyola are sche- 
duled to recommence next 
Monday.

CEGEP will operate 
at Macdonald in '70

Senate yesterday approved a 
one-generation College Equivalent 
Programme to be established 
at Macdonald College for about 
700 students in September, 1970, 
and to be maintained for at least 
two years. 

The "emergency and tempora- 
ry measure designed to al- 
leviate the shortage of post- 
Grade 11 places in 1970" was 
put forth in an interim report 
presented by the Senate's Special 
Committee on CEGEP and Re- 
lated Problems. Vice-Prindpal 
(Professional Affairs) Stanley 
Frost, who moved the proposal, 
stated that some 2,900 students 
would not be able to continue 
their education because of the 
shortage of space in the CEGEPs 
abeady in operation. 

"McGill may not be able to 
meet the whole crisis but McGill 
would be better able to start a 
program next tall than a body 
not yet created for this purpose. 
We should show our sense of the 
urgency of the situation," said 
Frost. - 

The plan, to be run indepen- 
dently from the Montreal cam- 
pus CEGEP program,'^ called 
for 40 professors to be hired, 
for the two-year period that the 
program would be in operation. 
5Q0 students would enroll in a 
new arts stream and 200 would 
follow a program in physical 
and biological sciences. 

Faculty members of Senate, 
well aware of the shortage of 
funds available for hiring much 
needed staff on the Montreal 
campus, were skeptical of the

Trentman, Arts and Science Vice 
Dean, wanted assurances that the 
money to pay the new staff would 
not be obtained at the expense of 
funds available for hiring new 
Montreal staff. 

Robert Vogel, professor of 
history, questioned where Mc- 
Gill would Tind the funds to set 
up the program if the Quebec 
Government itself had said no 
money was available to éstablish 
a West Island CEGEP. 

Senate also passed a recom- 
mendation by the University Ad- 
misàons Committee to "admit 
• as many fully-qualified Canadian 
applicants as possible into the 
First CoUe^l Year". Previous- 



ly a cdling of 1,350 students 
' was placed on 1970 enrollments 
■ into El on the Montreal campus. 
Also approved were new guide- 
lines for the admission of Cana- 
dian Senior Mafaiculants and' 
Non^nadian Students. Senior 
Matriculants will not be admitted 
only into E-2. Previously they 
had been able to complete their 
degree requirements in three 
yean. 

Most American students vriU 
be admitted into E-1 but those 
with high qualifications would be 
allovred into E-2. Highly qualified 
foreign students from outside 
North America would "normally" 
be allowed into U-1. 



Grey throne speech 
emphasizes finances

1970 promises to be a year of 
.blood, sweat and tears for the 
newly elected student council- 
lors. Julius Grey, President of 
the Students' Society, outUned 
a seven point program last 
night that "must be dealt vrith" 
this term by Council. 

Impending bankruptcy, se- 
cession threats, resignations, 
boycotts, personal feuds and 
constitutional problems hounded 
last year's councillors like the 
Greek Fairies. 

Finance and financial planning 
will be the main occupants of the 
1970 Council floor. Kevin O'Con- 
nell, Graduate representative 
and the newly appointed Fbuuice 
Director, emphasized the fact 
that the Students' Society was 
operatmg on a deficit and heading 
for bankruptcy. 

■He suggested that budgets be 
approved by Council at the be- 
ginning of the year histead of 
piecemeal, and that limits be 
set in certain areas of expend- 
itures at the start. He urged the 
councillors to personaUy review 
fhiancial statements with him be- 
fore ; they, will be called upon 
next week to approve them. 

Grey called attention to the 
new Univenity Discipline Code, 
which also will be Council's 
major woric The Senate Disci- 
pline Committee has compounded 
the code and this wiU .be re- 
leased in 10 days. Thé council- 
lors must go through the code 
and adopt what is acceptable. 

The third crucial bushiess will 
be the CEGEP dilenuna. Marthi 
-Shapiro; External Vice-President, 
warned that many foreign stu- 



dents will be discouraged from 
applyhig to McGill because the 
CEGEP programme will impose 
an extra year of study on them. 
Grey also pohited out that there

are not enough university places 
for thousands of CEGEP gradua- 
tes. 

Concerning the new constitu- 
tion, which was not approved by 
Senate in December, Grey said 
that legal ophiion had been sought 
and that there is no way that the 
constitution can be adopted uni- 
laterally. 

Grey declared that Council 
"must_ work on amendments to 
the constitution so that it can be 
presentéd to the student hocfy as 
a referendum MarebS."

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It's January 15th again and one o1 
the two points in the year when we 
all have to cough up half of our tui- 
tion fees (unless you had enough 
confidence to pay it all at once) and 
an appropriate time to consider the 
merits of our pay-as-you-go higher 
education. 

One of the cardinal tenets of 
Chamber of Commerce postprandial 
philosophy is that people don't ap- 
preciate (or deserve) what they don't 
pay for. Indeed, a survey of more 
than 5000 university trustees (Sat- 
urday Review, January 10) showed 
that 92% strongly believed that 
education was a privilege and not a 
right. This is feudalistic nonsense. 

Privilege for whom? "The top 6% 
of income earners provide 25% of 
university entrants and the bottom 
25% of income earners provide only 
8%". (Canadian Dimension, January 
1970). 

To be sure. McGIII is not a 
19th century Eton or an Oxford 
training the upper class to be Pal- 
mefstons. Like most North Ameri- 
can universities it has become a 
middle class institution, but no 
more. 

We know that most students get 
free rid«s right, through, and for- 
no other reason other than that their 
Daddy makes (or inherited). heavy 
bread. There are thousands^whose 
family background virtually pre- 
cludes the chance for higher educa- 
tion. 



Fee school 

Not all are kept out. of course. 
It doesn't take a Marcuse to see 
'that the big boys are not stupid. 
The cream of the (lower class) crop 
is welcomed and actively ifecruited 
to academia's hallowed halls, and 
the reasons are clear: (a) Infusing 
new blood into the educated elite 
helps prevent its stagnation (and 
adds incentive to those already In 
it but in danger of being replaced 
by the up and coming); (b) integrat- 
ing (co-opting, if you will) the 
brightest of the poor into the main- 
stream, deprives the 'underpriv- 
ileged' of their natural leaders 
(leaving of course middle class 
'Lenins and Rudds to pick up the 
banner); and (c) allowing the very 
best of the poor to make it. per- 
petuates the myth of an upwardly 
mobile society in which anyone 
who wants to succeed and has the 
ability, can. 

Nevertheless the fee structure 
makes It hard on even those few of 
the poor who do make it to univer- 
sity. The loan and J^ursary system Is 
erratic and inadequate. . The poor 
who do get loans are stuck with the 
"morally edifying" burderj of being 
in debt from the minute they step 
out of school. (No post-graduation ^ 
trip to Europe for these kids):vThere 
are political and social consequences 
for this; for example, graduating 
doctors who have accumulated a 
ten-thousand dollar burden are 
prevented from-doing anything but 
going Into a practice, 'with -the goal 



of getting some of that money back. 
They are instantly conservatlzed. 

Society does owe its children 
educations. Not just university, edu- 
cation either: technlcartraining, job 
preparation, adult education, and 
training for working people to raise 
their positions, are all necessary 
rights, not luxuries and 'privileges'. 
The concept of education as a priv- 
ilege is blind and elitist: it is an 
ideological defense for those who 
have the means to begin with, and 
it implies an unequal distribution of 
talentby social class. 

If you hear any of this bullshit 
argument when you complain about 
your fees remember that these were 
the arguments once us^ed to dejfend 
the 'need' for high school tuition. 
And grade school tuition. 

It's January the 15th. Time to 
raise the call once again for univer- 
sal and free education. And time to 
hear the call Ignored. — -

Chairman of English, and Stan 

Russell, Vice-Chalrman of En- 
glish, spoke to the parents and 
answered their questions. 

Although Father Malone, 
President of Loyola, Father 
Jack D'arien, Vice-Preddent 
Academic, and Dr. Michael 
Blanar, Acting Dean of Arts, 
were invited to the meeting, 
they did not attend. 

Professor Hooper reviewed 
the âtuaiion concerning (he 
non-renewals of the con- 
tracts, from the time when 
tlie recommendations for pro- 



fessors were made,' in Octo- 
ber, until Dec. IS, when the 
professors were informed of 
the non-renewals. 

According to Professor, Hoo- 
per, there are 200 second year 
students who are registered 
for Honours and Majors En- 
glish programs, a large In- 
crease over previous years. 
He had reconunended that 
five additional professors be 
hired and was greatly shocked 
when so many were not even 
offered contract renewals. 

One of the pdnts discussed 
was that two-thirds of the fired 
professors took an active part 
in protesting the dismissal 
of Professor S.A. Santhanam.
